92nd  Founder's  Day 


October  12  marks  a  very  important  day 
in  the  history  of  Bradley  University.  It 
marks  the  celebration  of  the  founding  of 
the  school  by  Lydia  Moss  Bradley  92 
years  ago  on  October  8, 1 897.  Tradition- 
ally the  ceremony  takes  place  at  Dingel- 
dine  Music  Center  and  includes  a  memo- 
rium  to  the  founder  as  well  as  recogni- 
tion of  outstanding  faculty. 

The  ceremony  opened  with  the  invoca- 
tion given  by  Rabbi  Michael  Arsers  fol- 
lowed by  the  school  alma  mater.  Dr. 
James  Glenn  led  the  Bradley  Chorale 
which  included  a  solo  by  Doug  Jarac- 
zewsky.  Speakers  included  Mike  Spi- 
talli,  president  of  the  student  body,  who 
gave  a  student's  perspective  of  Foun- 
der's Day  and  Mr.  Joe  Vespa,  president 
of  the  Bradley  National  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, who  presented  the  alumni  com- 
memorative. 


"Her  (Lydia  Moss  Bradley)  spirit,  her 
wealth,  her  talents  live  in  her  students. 
Lydia  Moss  Bradley,  we  thank  you.  It  is 
an  honor  to  be  in  and  of  your  house," 
declared  Vespa  in  his  address.

Lectures  Are  Not  All  Talk 


One  of  the  many  ways  in  which  Bradley 
students  encounter  new  ideas  is 
through  lectures.  In  addition  to  the  daily 
opportunity  students  have  to  hear  pro- 
fessors speak,  various  student  organi- 
zations bring  people  of  interest  to  the 
campus. 

The  Activities  Council  for  Bradley  Uni- 
versity organized  two  lectures  for  first 
semester.  The  first  lecture  was  given  by 
two  stars  from  the  daytime  drama  "Days 
of  Our  Lives".  Since  the  identities  of  the 
speakers  were  kept  secret  until  the  time 
of  the  event,  suspense  preceeded  the  in- 
troduction of  Lisa  Howard  ("April")  and 
Michael  Weiss  ("Mike"). 

The  couple  answered  questions  con- 
cerning both  their  professional  and  per- 
sonal lives.  Howard,  twenty-four,  is  a  na- 
tive of  Canada.  Weiss  is  twenty-six  and 
is  from  Northbrook,  Illinois.

ACBU  also  sponsored  a  lecture  by  Fa- 
ther Andrew  Greeley.  While  a  professor 
of  sociology  at  the  University  of  Arizona, 
he  is  also  a  practicing  priest  and  suc- 
cessful author.  In  fact,  fourteen  of  his 
sixteen  novels  have  been  bestsellers. 

His  lecture  focused  on  creative  storytel- 
ling in  religion  and  was  painted  by  per- 
sonal experience  with  splashes  of  con- 
troversy. He  expressed  his  belief  that  re- 
ligion is  not  just  doctrine.  "Religion  with- 
out imagination,"  Greeley  said,  "is  dried 
up  and  withered  and  dead." 

Progressive  Student  Alliance  and  Black 
Student  Alliance  brought  Dr.  Lenora  B. 
Fulani  to  campus.  Fulani,  a  doctor  of  de- 
velopmental psychology,  was  the  New 
Alliance  Party's  nominee  for  president 
and  ran  against  Bush  and  Dukakis  in  the 
1988  election. 


Dr.  Fulani  is  the  first  woman  ever  to  be 
on  the  ballots  of  all  fifty  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  as  a  presidential 
candidate.  Her  lecture  focused  on  the  in- 
credible difficulties  she  faced  in  running 
independently  against  what  she  calls  the 
two  major  "white  supremacest  parties." 

Progressive  Student  Alliance  and  Peoria 
Area  Peace  Network  sponsored  a  visit 
by  political  satirist  and  songwriter  Dave 
Lippman.  His  lecture  examined  our  gov- 
ernment's attitudes  toward  domestic 
and  foreign  affairs.  His  "George 
Schrub"  character  was  very  humorous, 
his  songs  and  slides  were  very  deep  and 
touching.

Bradley  has  new  look 

Student  Center  and  library  renovated 


This  year  at  Bradley  there  are  two  major 
construction  projects  underway.  One  is 
the  expansion  of  the  library  and  the  oth- 
er is  the  complete  renovation  of  the  stu- 
dent center.  These  projects  are  the  re- 
sult of  a  major  fund  raising  effort  for 
Bradley. 

The  library  will  approximately  double  in 
size  when  construction  is  completed. 
This  expansion  was  undertaken  with  the 
expectations  of  receiving  somewhere 
near  600,000  new  volumes  of  books  to 
add  to  the  library.  Also,  500  more  seats 
and  work  areas  will  be  added.  At  this 


point,  it  is  unsure  when  the  library  will  be 
completely  finished. 

The  student  center  will  have  many  new 
features  after  its  completion.  There  will 
be  a  220  seat  auditorium  where  the 
bowling  alley  was,  in  addition  to  a  gift 
shop  which  will  replace  the  old  sweet 
shop.  In  the  food  area  there  will  be  a  caf- 
eteria and  a  new  fast  food  restaurant.  A 
sun  room  and  two  lounge  areas  are 
planned  for  the  ground  floor  along  with 
three  study  rooms,  six  meeting  rooms, a 
1300  sq.  foot  game  room,  and  the  direc- 
tors and  accounting  offices.  The  student 


center  will  be  completed  by  Spring  1 989. 

Bradley  is  helping  to  advance  itself  by 
using  the  money  it  raised  to  build  a  new 
student  center  and  expand  the  library. 
The  new  project  should  greatly  enhance 
the  atmosphere  of  the  university.

Who  could  blame  the  Bradley  Lady 
Braves  basketball  coach  Lisa  Boyer  for 
being  a  little  frustrated.  After  all,  1 988-89 
started  out  resembling  "That  Champi- 
onship Season"  and  ended  like  a  series 
of  M*A*S*H*  reruns. 

"We  were  prepared  for  an  up-and-down 
season  with  such  a  young  team  (there 
were  no  seniors  on  the  roster),"  confes- 
sed Boyer.  "But  you  never  want  to  think 
that  injury  will  have  an  impact  on  your 
season."

Season  ends  in  Tragedy 


The  Bradley  Braves  baseball  season  came  to  a  tragic  end  Monday  afternoon  when  one  of  the  three  vans  carrying  the  team  to 
Wichita,  KS,  collided  with  a  semitractor-trailer,  killing  one  player  and  seriously  injuring  two  others 

Sophomore  pitcher  Tim  Trunk,  21 ,  of  Oak  Forest,  IL,  was  pronounced  dead  two  hours  after  the  4:00  p.m.  accident  which  happened 
on  U.S.  Route  54,  outside  Mexico,  MO.  The  team  was  on  its  way  to  compete  in  the  Missouri  Valley  Conference  Championship 
Tournament  hosted  by  Wichita  State. 

Bradley  pulled  out  of  the  six-team  tournament,  which  started  today,  and  arrived  back  in  Peoria  Tuesday  afternoon. 

Also  hurt  in  the  crash  and  listed  in  "serious"  condition  at  the  University  of  Missouri  Hospital  and  Clinics  in  Columbia  MO,  were 
21 -year-old  juniors  David  Carr  and  Bob  Becker.  Both  were  riding  in  the  van  driven  by  teammate  Mike  Bell,  20,  of  Rock  Island, 
IL. 

Carr,  from  Crown  Point,  IN,  suffered  serious  chest  and  shoulder  injuries,  a  broken  vertebra  and  a  depressed  lung.  Becker,  from 
Belleville,  IL,  suffered  severe  damage  to  his  left  arm  and  shoulder  as  well  as  damage  to  both  eyes  from  flying  glass. 

Bell  and  five  other  members  of  the  team  who  were  in  the  van  were  not  injured. 

"We're  always  re-evaluating  our  mode  of  travel,"  said  University  President  Dr.  Martin  G.  Abegg  in  a  statement  Tuesday  afternoon, 
"and  I'm  sure  we're  going  to  look  at  what  we're  doing  at  the  present  time." 

Athletic  Director  Ron  Ferguson  stated  that  many  of  Bradley's  athletic  teams  use  vans  for  extensive  travel  during  their  respective 
seasons. 

"They  all  must  use  student  drivers  at  one  time  or  another,"  said  Ferguson,  "but  they're  always  responsible  people  with  excellent 
(driving)  records.  Mike  Bell  is  one  of  the  most  responsible  people  we  have." 


Baseball  coach  Dewey  Kalmer  remained  in  Columbia  with  the  injured  players  and  was  not  due  back  in  Peoria  until  late  today.
